AMERICAN PAPER GAINING FAVOR IN 
EUROPEAN MARKETS. 


American paper manufacturers are making 
rapid gains in their exportations to foreign 
markets. Recent statistics dealing with the 
imports of foreign paper into Great Britain 
show that the total imports of foreign paper 
into that country amounted in the first half of 
the calendar year 1 S 99 to nearly $ 10 , 000,000 in 
value, and that the United States stood third 
in the list of those furnishing this supply, at 
least so far as related to quantity. The coun¬ 
tries which furnished the largest supply were 
Norway, with 364,789 hundredweights, and 
Sweden, with 295 . 366 , the United States com¬ 
ing next with 222 , 009 , Holland 217 , 064 , Ger¬ 
many 168 , 192 , and Belgium 121 , 884 . The ex¬ 
portation of paper from the United States has 
increased very rapidly during the decade, being 
in 1899 nearly five times as much as in 1889 .

• THE DEVELOPMENT OF PUBLISHING 
IN CANADA. 

According to George N. Morang, of Toron¬ 
to, who read a paper on the subject at the 
recent International Publishers’ Congress, 
Toronto is the main seat of the publishing in¬ 
terest in Canada. The publishing concerns 
there have increased from two in 1869 to nine 
considerable houses and several smaller ones 
in 1899 . We shall probably be correct in as¬ 
signing as the main reason for the preponder¬ 
ating increase of Toronto publishing the fact 
that Ontario, the province in which Toronto is 
situated (and which, 1 may be permitted to re¬ 
mind some of you, has an area of 220,000 
square miles to England’s 50 , 000 ,) has always 
contained the bulk of Canadian English-speak¬ 
ing readers. Although to Quebec belongs the 
honor of having —130 years ago—set up and 
printed the first book ever published in Canada, 
it must be remembered that five-sixths of its 
million and a half of population still maintain 
that idyllic disregard of modern books which, 
however charming it may be to the social ob¬ 
server, is not interesting to the publisher from 
a business point of view. It has come to pass 
therefore, that Toronto has gradually been 
recognized as the centre for the distribution of 
books in English throughout the whole of 
Canada, and the books in that language which 
form the.great proportion of those whirh are 
read and bought are distributed chiefly from 
Toronto to Quebec, to the Maritime Provinces, 
to Manitoba, British Columbia, and the rest of 
the Dominion. There has been a correspond¬ 
ing development in Toronto and the neighbor¬ 
hood of the allied trades. About ^ 1 , 000,000 
is invested in paper-making establishments, 
^ 1 , 500,000 in printing, and ^ 750,000 in book¬ 
binding. The product of these concerns is 
equal in quality to that of the United States 
or London, and in Canadian bookstores, where 
Canadian made books are to be seen side by 
side with those of British and United States 
manufacture, the Canadian volumes do not 
suffer by the comparison. It follows that a 
very considerable amount annually is paid to 
workers in the trades that are allied to pub¬ 
lishing, an amount that probably compares 
very favorably pro rata of population with 
that paid by similar industries in Great Britain. 
Canada has in this particular arrived at the 
adult stage, possesses those printing and pub¬ 
lishing facilities which are characteristic of the 
adult nation, and is prepared to print books by 
its own authors, or to reprint those of English, 
American, or other writers, as cheaply and 
expeditiously as they can be done elsewhere. 
It is necessary to bear in mind the perfection 
of our equipment in this direction to arrive 
at a correct estimate of the relative conditions 
of British and Canadian publishing.”

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NEW BOOKS ON ADMIRAL DEWEY. 

Three books on the “ Hero of Manila” are 
just ready or are being rushed through the 
press as rapidly as possible, so that they may 
be in circulation at the time of Admiral 
Dewey’s arrival in this country next week: 

D. Appleton & Co. have nearly ready Ros- 
siter Johnson’s “ The Heroof Manila,” which, 
besides presenting pictures drawn from Dew¬ 
ey’s early youth, will also have half-tone re¬ 
productions of photographs of the arch in 
Madison Square, the sword to be presented by 
the nation, the Dewey medal, and the shield 
which is presented to the flagship by the people 
of Olympia, Washington. 

Doubleday & McClure Co. will publish 
probably on the 18 th inst. a volume by Freder¬ 
ick Palmer, entitled “ George Dewey, Admiral: 
Impressions of the Admiral and the Olympia 
on Her Homeward Progress from Manila.” 
Mr. Palmer has had exceptional opportunities 
for observing the Admiral, having followed 
the Olympia from port to port over Southern 
Europe. The volume will contain several in¬ 
timate conversations with Dewey. 

Harper & Brothers have just ready John 
Barrett’s volume entitled “ Admiral George 
Dewey.” Mr. Barrett, after serving as United 
States Minister to Siam, had an eventful career 
as warcorrespondentat Manila from May, 1898 , 
to March, 1899 . He has a personal acquaint¬ 
ance with the Admiral, and has had the privi¬ 
lege of using material that is believed to be 
beyond the reach of many biographers. A 
particular feature of the book deals with 
Dewey as a diplomatist, and throws new light 
on the German episode in Manila Bay. 


COPYRIGHT IN COSTA RICA. 

The United States Minister Merry, at San 
Jos 6 , Costa Rica, on the 13 th inst., informed 
the State Department that the government of 
that country has issued a decree establishing 
international copyright between Costa Rica and 
the United States. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Charles Patrick Daly, ex-Chief Justice of 
the New York Court of Common Pleas and 
President of the American Geographical So¬ 
ciety, died suddenly at his summer home at 
North Haven, Long Island, on the 19 th inst. 
Judge Daly was born in New York City, Oc¬ 
tober 31 , 1816 . His father, a master carpenter, 
died when Daly was a boy, and rather than be 
dependent on his stepmother he went to 
Savannah, Ga., where he became a clerk. 
Dissatisfied with his employer, he shipped be¬ 
fore the mast and spent three years at sea. On 
his return to New York he became a mechanic. 
After his apprenticeship he entered the law 
office of William Soule, and in 1839 was ad¬ 
mitted to the bar. Mr. Daly then formed a 
partnership with Thomas McElrath, who after¬ 
wards became publisher of the New York 
Tribune. Daly was elected to the New York 
Legislature in 1843 and in 1844 , and was 
scarcely twenty-eight years old when he suc¬ 
ceeded Judge Inglis as Judge of the Court of 
Common Pleas. He took his seat on the bench 
on May 4 , 1844 , and did not retire until De¬ 
cember 31 , 1885 , serving continuously for 


nearly forty-two years—the longest judicial 
record ever made in New York State. For 
more than thirty-four years Justice Daly was 
president of the American Geographical So¬ 
ciety, and the annual addresses he delivered 
before that society rank among the valuable 
contributions to geographical literature. Judge 
Daly was a great lover of books, and he had 
a library of more than 12,000 volumes. He 
wrote and published several books, his princi¬ 
pal works being “A History of Naturalization 
and of its Laws in Different Countries,” “ The 
Judicial Tribunals of New York fiom 1623 to 
1846 ,” “The Origin and History of Institu¬ 
tions for the Promotion of Useful Arts by In¬ 
dustrial Exhibitions,” “ The First Senlement 
of the Jews in North America,” “When Was 
the Drama Introduced in America ?”“ What 
We Knew of Maps and Map Making Before 
the Time of Mercator,” “ The Nature, Extent, 
and History of the Surrogates Court in New 
York State,” and “ Comparisons Between An¬ 
cient and Modern Banking Systems.” Judge 
Daly visited Europe several times, and was an 
honorary member of nearly all of the foreign 
geographical societies. In i 860 Columbia Col¬ 
lege conferred upon him the degree of LL.D.

The prize 
poem, entitled ‘A Hill-Prayer,” is by Miss 
Marion Warner Wildman, of Norwalk, Ohio, 
B.A., 1898 , of the College for Women of 
Western Reserve University, at Cleveland, 
Ohio. The prize essay, entitled “ The Poetry 
of Blake: An Opinion,” isby Mr. Henry Justin 
Smith, of Chicago, B.A., 1898 , of the Univer¬ 
sity of Chicago. The prize story, entitled 
“Only the Master Shall Praise,” is by Mr. 
John M. Oskison, of Vinita, Indian Territory, 
B.A., 1898 , of Leland Stanford Jr. Univer¬ 
sity, at Palo Alto, California.

charging him with using the mails for a scheme 
to defraud. He waived examination, and in 
default of $5000 bail was committed to Lud¬ 
low Street Jail, to await the arrival of extradi¬ 
tion papers from Illinois. According to the 
statement of Post-Office Inspector Farrell, of 


Chicago, who came to New York with Inspector 
Mayer, the prisoner advertised t or agents 
all over the country to sell his books. He 
secured deposits from agents for books, in¬ 
structing them to sell them at double the 
price. Elder had started business in New 
York, and had well-furnished rooms, where 
he employed a dozen or more typewriters 
in answering his army of correspondents anx¬ 
ious to secure work as agents. He has served 
a term of eighteen months in Joliet Prison for 
an offence similar to that with which he is now 
charged. 

C. de Hasbrouck, 57 Bromfield Street, Bos¬ 
ton, announces that the publication of “ Ber¬ 
muda and the Poets,” by J. C. L. Clark, 
announced for November 30 next, has been 
postponed until February 1 , 1900 . In the first 
part of this little book will be considered the 
connection of Shakespeare’s “ Tempest,” with 
the wreck of the Sea-Venture; the Waller Myth; 
the occasion of Marvell’s “ Song of the Emi- 
grantsin Bermuda;” Bishop Berkeley’s scheme 
to found there a missionary college, and the 
writings of the famous Tucker family of Ber¬ 
muda and Virginia, and of T. E. Nelmes, a 
Bermudian poet. Nathaniel Tucker, M.D., 
the translator of Swedenborg, will receive con¬ 
siderable attention. Some related matters are 
touched on in passing. The second part will 
be a reprint, with additions and alterations, of 
a pamphlet printed two years ago, entitled 
“Tom Moore in Bermuda.” This essay tells 
the story of the Irish poet’s residence in Ber¬ 
muda in 1804 , and his acquaintance with “ Nta ” 
(Hester Louisa Tucker), and considers the 
poems which he wrote during his sojourn theie. 
Mr. Clark has decided to reserve for separate 
publication the matter announced as appendices 
of “ Bermuda and the Poets.”

“ South Africa: ” Mrs. Archibald Little’s “In¬ 
timate China;” Alexander Platonovich Engel- 
hardt’s “A Russian Province of the North,” 
which describes the portion of the coast of 
Lapland known as the province of Archangel, 
which is likely at no distant date to become of 
first-rate commercial and naval importance;
